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Updates to the W6CX Digital Voice Repeater Systems 


MDARC has updated our D-STAR repeater to new equipment. We are using a controller called Multi Mode Digital 
Voice Modem (MMDVM) and have initially enabled D-STAR, DMR and C4FM/YSF. Here are some details. 


The repeater, when idle, will listen for all enabled modes. When it hears an inbound transmission, it will repeat that 
transmission and temporarily expect the response transmission to be in the same mode. So if a D-STAR user calls out 
and someone responds (could be local, could be on a linked reflector), the repeater will listen up to 20 seconds just for 
D-STAR. If the QSO ends and there is no response, then after 20 seconds, the repeater will go back to listening for 
D-STAR, DMR and C4FM/YSF. In the above scenario, if a DMR user calls out and gets into a QSO, then the same 
process will happen. 


Our hope is that no one DV mode will "take over" the W6CX DV repeater, but at the same time, users of all three 
modes will have fun using this wide-coverage repeater. We will work with our members to ensure users of all enabled 
modes have a fair shot at using the repeater. 


Online Forums 


MDARC has created a new Digital Voice forum called W6CX-Digital Voice. We want to move current w6cx-dstar 
forum activity to this new forum. Current subscribers will soon receive an invitation to join the new forum. Others can 


ask to join at https://groups.io/g/W6CX-Digital Voice/join . 


D-STAR 
For D-STAR, users are free to issue linking commands from their radios to link to any REF, XRF, DCS or XLX 
reflector they wish. 


DMR 

Our DMR system will be connected to the BrandMeister network. There will be one static talkgroup (Diablo 310606) 
on Timeslot 1 -- this TG is meant for users in the Mount Diablo region. Users will, of course, be able to dynamically 
activate BrandMeister talkgroups of their choice. PLEASE USE TIMESLOT 2 FOR DYNAMIC TGs. Dynamic TGs 
will drop after 10 minutes of local RF inactivity. 


C4FM 
Our C4FM/YSF/Fusion mode is linked to YSF80280 - US-Contra-Costa - Wires-X80280. 
Tip: Listen AND check your radio before calling out 


There are many other MMDVM multi-mode repeaters operating in the world. A well-known one is K6PUW in 
Southern California. On Oat Mountain overlooking much of the Los Angeles basin, this repeater has 4 DV modes 
enabled, and users of all 4 modes have learned how to use it. Key is that before calling out, they first check their radio 
to make sure the repeater is not busy. All radios have a display showing if a signal is being received. If we see the 
repeater is transmitting but we don't hear anything on our radio, then we'll know another mode is using the repeater right 
now. K6PUW users just wait a while, check their radio and when the repeater is no longer busy, they call out with their 
favorite mode and radio. 


What’s Next 


If you are new to the DV modes, we'll be happy to work with you to get going with whatever of our 3 modes you have 
chosen. If you are a long-time DV user and have a suggested improvement to how the W6CX DV repeater should be 
managed or configured, please let us know. 


We'll be posting more info in upcoming notes. Our goal is to allow our users to really enjoy these Digital Voice modes.

1. Call to Order: The meeting was called to order at 7:02 pm by Larry Bradley KK6QPE after it was determined that 
there was a quorum for conducting Club business. 


2. Roll Call: Attendees via Zoom screen shot:

3. Approval of Minutes from Last Meeting: The minutes of the September, 2021 meeting were approved without 
objection. 


4. Adopt Tonight’s Agenda: The agenda for this meeting was approved. 


5. Officer reports: 

a. President Larry Bradley KK6QPE — Nothing to report 

b. Vice-President Jan KM6NFC — Nothing to report 

c. Secretary Brian KM6NGS — Nothing to report. 

d. Treasurer Cathi K2CJW presented a summary of the September 2021 monthly report. She then presented the 
detailed spreadsheet. There were no questions for Cathi. 


6. Emergency Coordinator Report: Ron Bunch W4FEK said that so far, everything seems to be copacetic. 


7. Directors at large reports:

Trevor Hall WA6JAU — Absent. 

Eric Ferguson KA6USJ — Absent 

Cal Vasquez K6VT — Nothing to report. 


8. Committee Reports: 


a. Education and Training: Larry KK6QPE stated that there is one more session of the Amateur Extra Class and that 
license testing will be on October 9. Students are requested to contact Larry KI6LNB via email to set up an exam 
appointment. Mike W6OMEW added that they have had 30 students per class. Larry kKkK6QPE added that the attendance 
was heavily weighted on the virtual side. Preparations are being made for the Technician class starting in January. 


b. Pacificon: Julie WJ8MAH Stated that Covid tests must be from a healthcare provider, not a drugstore and asked 
that everybody makes sure that that message gets out. Julie said that the committee is doing everything to keep costs 
down and asked for approval from the board to draw on the emergency insurance fund in case there is a deficit. Larry 
KK6QPE stated that the money would come out of the checking or savings account and that the amount would need to 
be approved by a special session of the board. Larry added that MDARC will support PACIFICON because our 
reputation is at stake.

There was some discussion 
about providing a Zoom option for the general meeting and it was concluded that there will be a Zoom option. 


c. Digital Media: Mike Patterson N6JGA reported that there are still some links that are not working on the new 
Google website and that, after PACIFICON, he would like to do a research project towards moving the websites to 
some other host. Mike said that our Google drive has reached 80% and that he will consider options to solve the 
problem next year. 


d. Outreach: Dick Wade WM6G said that apart from a few questions about PACIFICON, there was nothing of 
consequence to report. 


f. Technical: Jim Tittle KOSOE reported that all repeaters are status quo, there is no update on the DMR mixed mode 
radio project. 


g. Auction: No report expected. 


h. Vehicle (MDARC-1): Jim K6SOE reported that, last Thursday, he took MDARC-1 to the Delta club meeting in 
Antioch to demonstrate ATV and is hoping that there will be some new users soon. 


i. Communications Trailer: Mike W6OMEW had nothing to report. 
j. Field Day: No report expected. 


k. License Testing: Larry KI6LNB reported that there was nothing new to report since the last general meeting, and 
then asked if he could begin license testing at 5:30 pm prior to the general meetings since he is experiencing larger 
numbers due to the fact that we are one of a few groups that offer license testing. No problem was foreseen, so Larry 
KK6QPE told him to go ahead. 


1. Public Service: Larry KI6LNB reported that he had been the lead ham for a group of 15 hams that supported the 
Dick Collins Firetrails 50 race in the Oakland and Berkely hills. Yesterday they did the Mount Diablo Challenge and 
21 hams supported it. Both of the events went smoothly. Larry KI6LNB mentioned that the Mount Diablo Summit 
Stomp, starting at Castle Rock in Walnut Creek, will take place on October 23 and that he is taking signups for that 
event. 


m. Membership: Jan KM6NFC showed a membership report from the membership portal and showed how it can be 
done for past dates as well. Jan is hoping to release this for use by the general membership by the end of December. 


n. Election Committee: Larry KK6QPE reported that since he has been unable to coerce any of the committee 
members to chair the election committee, he will chair it.

10.2 Volunteers needed for PACIFICON; Cathi stated that she has been tracking the volunteer’s website and partially 
screening volunteers before passing them on to Janice KG6VTD. She noted that we are still short. There was further 
discussion about where to place available volunteers and Julie concluded that she has enough volunteers to process 
attendees to the point where they have a badge, after that, she said that she needs volunteers to monitor the doors. 


10.3 Membership Directory; It was decided that Jan KM6NFC should email the pdf file to members and that the email 
list that Jan uses should be used to verify that the addresses are valid. This list should then be used to send out ballots 
for the election.

10.6 HRO advertisements in the Carrier; On hold till after PACIFICON. 


10.7 Roadie’s storage visit towards implementing MDARC’s Document retention policy; This will be done after 
PACIFICON when Larry KK6QPE, Brian KM6NGS and others who may wish to participate, will go to Roadie’s. 


10.8 Technical Committee report regarding South Peak to North Peak repeater transfer; Cost projection...energy cost: 
This will be removed from the agenda until further notice from the technical committee 


10.9 Updating MDARC By-Laws for grammatical and content considerations: This is on hold until membership can 
meet in-person. 


11. New Business: 


11.1 Abolition of club newsletter, The Carrier due to lack of readership and amending the club by-laws to permit 
publication of certain documents on the club website that were previously published in the newsletter; Matthew 
N4DLA made the case that there are new avenues for news and information distribution, such as the website and online 
document archive, where people can get information in a more timely manner than via the newsletter. He also cited 
various instances where people have made statements and asked questions which proved that they had not read The 
Carrier. Much discussion followed about how we could put The Carrier on the website, create a kind of RSS feed for 
people to get information and possibly automate the creation process to make it easier to produce The Carrier. 
Ultimately, it was decided that it is too valuable for the club to lose because we would lose our history if we cease to 
publish it. Larry KK6QPE asked Matthew if he would be willing to continue to publish it and Matthew stated that he is 
still willing to do it. 


11.2 Requesting the Board’s guidance on where to store radio equipment that has been donated to MDARC; Dick 
WM6GG stated that he has no more storage space for donations to MDARC and he has a family offering to donate a si- 
lent key’s equipment for which he has no storage space. Until recently he would simply call on Jim W6LK to store any 
extra equipment at Jim’s business site. Since this is no longer possible, Dick needs a decision on what to do about stor- 
age. There was a lot of discussion about how we might sell the equipment on a continuous basis to alleviate the storage 
problem. It was decided that Dick would tell the family that we are unable to accept any donations at this time and that 
we will revisit the storage issue after Pacificon when we could possibly rent another storage unit.
